Head Play was a racehorse of the highest class. During his turf career he won 14 races and 
$109,065. He won the Preakness Stakes (beating Ladysman, Utopian, Brokers Tip, etc.), Suburban 
Handicap (beating Discovery, Only One, etc.), San Juan Capistrano Handicap (beating Top Row, 
Ladysman, etc.), Bay Meadows Handicap (beating Time Supply, Gusto, etc.), San Antonio Stakes, Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap and Cincinnati Trophy. Head Play was also second in the Kentucky and 
American Derbys. 

Head Play is a male line descendant of the great Fair Play, whose blood is dominating the Turf 
today. Head Play’s sire, My Play, was a good stakes winning brother to Man o’ War. Head Play’s 
dam goes back to Rouge Rose, dam of Bend Or, one of the foundation sires of the modern Thoroughbred. 

Head Play’s first crop were 2-year-olds in 1939 and consisted of five foals. (Head Play made his 
first stud season while still in training.) To date Head Play has had four starters. Tola Rose and 
Picture Play have won, Headtide has placed, while Double Header has only started once, but is very 
high!y regarded by his owner and trainer. 

Head Play has had nine yearlings sold at Saratoga for a total of $29,851, an average of $3,316.77. 
The uniformly good feet and legs, and general resemblance to their sire, of Head Play’s yearlings, 
evoked much favorable comment amongst breeders at Saratoga. An inspection of Head Play’s wean- 
lings at Duntreath Farm is invited. Head Play himself closely resembles Fair Play and breeders 
are cordially invited to visit him. :

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Sport and Business 


HE destinies of New Jersey racing are now 

being shaped in legislative committee rooms. 
The legislators who are trying to reach an agree- 
ment on a working plan for the return of racing 
to the State presumably are trying to achieve 
the best results for the commonwealth—the best 
results, in the minds of legislators, being synony- 
mous with the maximum returns. 

When it became apparent that New Jersey was 
going to have racing again, there were sanguine 
predictions of a brilliant revival of a great sport 
there. Splendid tracks could be located close to 
New York’s Manhattan and in the midst of Jer- 
sey’s pack-jammed population. Some of Amer- 
ica’s leading sportsmen were going to have a part 
in shaping the affairs of the Jersey Turf. Bril- 
liant racing would draw vast crowds. The totali- 
zator turnover would be phenomenal. Large 
purses would produce a stronger competition 
among tracks for racing talent. Horses would 
become scarce. Prices would rise. Et cetera. 
Et cetera. 

While the committeemen wrangle the owners 
and breeders of Thoroughbreds may consider 
privately the chances whether the risen sun of 
New Jersey will be as beautiful as was the rosy- 
fingered dawn. On that score we have no pre- 
diction to make. But if New Jersey is to have a 
preeminent place in the future of the American 
Turf, we believe that the legislators must recog- 
nize a few principles of sport as well as of politics. 

The fact that New Jersey has a great natural 
advantage for the promotion of racing is not 
enough. Mere population and wealth in the vicin- 
ity of prospective track locations are not enough. 
And if New Jersey's lawmakers do not believe 
these generalizations, let them have a look at 
Ohio. In that great State, with splendid cities 
and a population which has more than its share 
of the nation’s wealth, there was more racing 
last year than in any other state in the Union. 
But as far as the national Turf picture is con- 
cerned, Ohio played a minor role. As far as tax 
collections are concerned, Ohio played a minor 
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role. Why? Because (if we accept the obvious 
answer) Ohio started out with cheap racing, on 
a basis exclusively commercial, and has never 
been able to do much toward its improvement. 
Undoubtedly there are now sportsmen in the 
State who would like to attempt a new deal in 
racing there, but, public opinion having been 
fixed, it would be a hazardous attempt. For, 
once the character of racing in a community has 
been established, it is thrice difficult to rub out 
and start over. The best way is to start out under 
the best possible auspices, with only a little rac- 
ing, and that of the very best. 

Now, if New Jersey shapes its racing laws 
simply to produce the maximum revenue, the 
maximum in patronage, and the maximum in 
commercial advantage for its currently powerful 
political figures, it may find itself counting 
chickens that will never hatch. But if the legis- 
lature will do its best to insure for New Jersey 
the maximum in sport, in the creation of fine tra- 
ditions, it will find the revenue flowing freely— 
and, what is more important, permanently. 

It we have any misgivings about New Jersey, 
they do not apply specially to New Jersey. They 
arise simply from the fact that there is a wide- 
spread disposition, especially on the part of those 
not altogether familiar with the sport, to con- 
sider racing as a source of easy money. A legis- 
lature entrusted with the task of framing new 
racing legislation has the greatest difficulty in 
restraining itself from looking only at politics 
and taxes. Legislative mathematicians are likely 
to spend their time in estimating what the traffic 
will bear. It would be far better for racing if 
they would consider first under what conditions 
the best sport can be produced, and in the long 
run it would be far better for the State. 

New Jersey undoubtedly has the opportunity to 
take a leading part in the affairs of the Turf and 
in creating fine and enduring traditions. It also 
has the opportunity to build one or two race 
tracks which might pay dividends of 100 per cent 
to the stockholders for a few years. Horsemen 
may guess for themselves which way the decision 
will go.

HE oldest male line of Thoroughbreds in Eng- 

land has been for many years the smallest. 
The Byerly Turk, ancestor of Herod, goes back 
to 1679, while the Darley Arabian, from which 
the prolific Eclipse is descended, dates from 1702, 
and Matchem’s ancestor, the Godolphin Arabian, 
is a newcomer of 1724. But Herod’s line was all 
but obliterated in England in the early years of 
the present century. 


When Pryor'’s Register of Thoroughbred Stal- 
lions, 1915, was published, it included five-cross 
pedigrees of 269 stallions, of which five were de- 
scended from Herod in tail-male. Two, Le Souve- 
nir and Yerres, were bred in France. One was 
the 24-year-old Grey Lag, another his young son 
Senseless, just retired to the stud. The fifth was 
The Tetrarch, son of an imported sire, and the 
savior of the Herod line in England. 

The 1939 edition of the same register lists 199 
stallions. Sixteen of them are from Herod. Four, 
all bred in France, are from the line of Bruleur, 
and include Hotweed and two of his sons. Twelve 
others are from the line of The Tetrarch, all bred 
in England or Ireland. So the home-bred repre- 
sentatives of the Herod line, in 24 years, had 
risen from 1.1 per cent to 6 per cent. And the 
line had been so successful, it may be noted, that 
an obvious move to import another branch of it, 
that of Bruleur, was well in progress. 

Most of this was the work of a grey stallion 
which lies at Straffam Stud, Bishopscourt, County 
Kildare, Ireland, with a tablet above him reading 
thus: 

Roi Herode by Le Samaritain—Roxelane, born in 
France, 1904, imported to Ireland 1910 by Mr. Edward 
Kennedy to re-establish the male line of Herod in 
England and Ireland. He produced a line of horses 
hitherto unequalled in size, make, shape, and speed, 
including The Tetrarch by Roi Herode—Vahren, 1911, 
and died June 8th, 1931. 

The grey coat color, now associated with the 
descendants of Roi Herode in so many instances, 
had not been long in the male line. It came down, 
in a rather ragged pattern, from a stallion which 
was brought to England in the early years of the 
eighteenth century, known as Alcock’s Arabian. 
Little else is known of him, but he sired the grey 
Crab (1722), which accounted for a large num- 
ber of grey mares. From one of these, after six 
female generations, descended the grey stallion 
Master Robert (1811), sire of the grey Drone. 
Drone’s grey daughter Whim (1832) produced 
the grey stallion Chanticleer (1843), whose grey 
daughter Souvenir (1856) produced the grey 
Strathleven (1863), and Strathleven’s daughter, 
Gem of Gems (1873), also a grey, was the dam 
of Le Sancy (1884), the grey sire of the grey Le 
Samaritain, sire of Roi Herode. 

Le Sancy began his racing modestly, starting 
four times at two, winning the Grand Prix de 
Dieppe, getting a second in the Grand Criterium 
and a third in a minor sprint race. At three he 
won the Prix Daru (2,100 meters), was second 
in the French counterpart of the Two Thousand

laume le Conquerant again, as well as the Grand 
Prix de Deauville, Prix d’Ispahan, and Prix d’Oc-

Though not a remark- | 
able racer himself, he 
sired the unbeaten The 
Tetrarch, which despite 
partial sterility has been 
a potent force in English 
breeding. In the United 
States the line of Roi 
Herode has been repre- | 
sented by *Stefan the | 
Great, *Sir Greysteel, 
*Royal Minstrel, and oth- 
ers. | 
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found him third and last in the Prix Gladiateur, 
a searching race at 6,200 meters, or nearly four 
miles. 

As a 6-year-old Le Sancy won all of his nine 
starts, winning the Prix Guillaume le Conquerant 
for the third time, repeating in the Grand Prix 
de Deauville. Altogether he started 43 times, 
won 27 races (four of them were walkovers), 
finished second five times, third three times, and 
earned 365,137 francs, or about $73,000. His prin- 
cipal victories were scored at distances ranging 
from 2,000 meters (about 11, miles) to 2,500 
meters (about 1 9-16 miles). 

Le Sancy’s son, Le Samaritain, foaled in 1895, 

was hardly as successful. At two he started five 
times, was once second, twice third. At three, in 
France, he started 12 times and won five races, 
including the Prix Daru, Prix des Acacias, Grand 
Prix de Deauville, and Grand St. Leger de France. 
In England he started for the Duke of York 
Stakes and was unplaced. At four he again in- 
vaded England, was unplaced in the City and 
Suburban Handicap. In France he won the Prix 
de la Joinchere, was twice second, twice unplaced. 
His victories were won at distances from 114 
miles to nearly two miles. His earnings totaled 
about $35,000. 
_ Roi Herode, son of Le Samaritain, was foaled 
in France in 1904, and was bred by Maurice 
Caillant. He came first to the races at Chan- 
tilly on September 9, 1906, and was unplaced in 
the Prix La Rochette, behind Calomel, Allah, 
Dihor, and others. In his only other start at two, 
the Criterium International at Bois de Boulogne 
(Longchamps) he was fourth behind Calomel, La 
Serquese, and Ouida Halfa. He was never prom- 
inent in either race. 

At three he began in the Prix Hocquart (114m.) 
and was eighth in a field of 12, beaten by Pitti, 
Sans Souci II, Orion, and others. All were under 
58 kilograms, or approximately 128 pounds. Roi 
Herode began in front but fell back. In the Poule 
d'Essai des Poulains (Two Thousand Guineas of 
France) he was eighth again, behind Ouida Halfa, 
Bravo, and Mordant, again under equal weights 
of 128 pounds. 

Roi Herode’s first placing was in the Prix La 


Rochette, a triennial event, which had its second 
year at Longchamps on May 12. Over a good 
track, he was second to Calomel, beating Mes- 
sager, Orion, and Elysee. He led into the stretch 
but failed by a length to hold Calomel. The race 
was at 2,200 meters, or about 1%¢ miles. 

The American jockey Johnny Reiff had ridden 
him in all of his starts to this time, but the French 
rider Peborde had him in the Prix Lupin on May 
19, in which the three placed horses were Sans 
Souci II, Pitti, and Saint Astra. Roi Herode be- 
gan well up, but fell in a jam in the early stages. 
The records say “une bousculade se produisait,” 
a phrase denied to officials in England or the 
United States, whose rulings, however, sometimes 
seem to indicate that crowding ‘produces itself.” 

With Reiff again in the saddle, Roi Herode was 
fourth, well beaten by Eastman, Profanus, and 
Orion in the Prix des Lions at Chantilly on May 
30. But on June 11 Peborde rode him to his first 
success, a three-length victory in the Prix de la 
Neva at Paris, with Mon General second, Brasero 
third. Roi Herode had up 110 pounds, ran the 
3,000 meters (about 1% miles) in 3:19%5 over a 
good track. He met Eastman again in the Prix 
de Rocquencourt (1!2m.) on June 20 and was 
beaten a neck, but did succeed in finishing a half- 
length in front of his nemesis, Calomel, with two 
unplaced. 

He then moved to Amiens, and on July 6 was 
fourth in the Grand Prix d’Amiens, behind Can- 
ada, Independant, and Ad Gloriam. At Com- 
piegne on July 9 he was unplaced again, behind 
his stablemate Megot, Reitre, and Catalpa, in the 
Grand Prix de Compiegne. He had 119 pounds, 
was giving from 11 to 15 pounds to the placed 
horses, at 3,050 meters. 

On July 21 he was at Maisons-Laffitte for the 
2,500 meter Prix du President de la Republique. 
He had 114!2 pounds, led up to the last strides, 
but his stablemate Querido, under the same 
weight, got up to win b a neck. Ouida Halfa 
was a head farther back, with six unplaced. Back 
at Bois de Boulogne on September 15, he again 
led into the stretch in the Prix Royal Oak (French 
St. Leger), but was beaten a length at the end by 
Anemone II, with Pitti a close third, Ouida Halfa 
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fourth, and five unplaced. The distance was 17% 
miles. 

On October 6 he closed his season by finishing 
unplaced in the Prix de Conseil Municipal at Paris, 
behind Luzerne, Binion, and Moulins la Marche. 
One other race is to be added to his 3-year-old 
record. On September 11 he had started for the 
English St. Leger at Doncaster, and was unplaced 
behind Wool Winder, Baltinglass, and Acclaim. 

At four he did not start until August 2, at 
Vichy, where he was an easy winner of the Grand 
Prix de la Ville de Vichy, with 112! pounds up. 
Second was Grill Room (3-y-o, 119), with L’In- 
connu (130) third, Moulins la Marche fourth. 
Then at Paris on September 20 he was second in 
the Prix de Madrid, beaten four lengths by the 
3-year-old Talo Biribil, with Wagonnette a fair 
third. On November 13 he was again in England, 
trying for the Derby Gold Cup, but he was un- 
placed behind the lightweights Mondamin (102), 
Gillie Callum (110), and Sir Harry (3-y-o, 108). 
Roi Herode had 126 pounds in the saddle. 

He opened his 55-year-old campaign at the New- 
market Craven meeting, in the Babraham Plate 
on April 15, and was unplaced behind Bardolph, 
Kings Champion, and Scotch Plait, to each of 
which he was giving considerable weight. Then 
he went back to France, tried again for the Prix 
du President de la Republique, and was unplaced 
behind Verdun, Sea Sick, and Moulins la Marche. 
At Deauville he was third to Lovelace and Lieutel 
in the Prix Hocquart (17,m.), with three, includ- 
ing Moulins la Marche, unplaced. 

At Chantilly on September 1 he won his third 
race, easily beating Saint Linrade and Holbein in 
the Prix de la Table (1%m.). Then he returned 
to England again, was rather unlucky to be beaten 
in the Doncaster Cup (24,m.). He had 136 pounds, 
finished a half-length behind Amadis (3-y-o, 123), 
with Dark Ronald third, three unplaced. His 
race looked so good that Edward Kennedy be- 
came interested in him, purchased him from Mr. 
Caillant for 2,000 guineas, with a contingency in 
case he won the Newbury Autumn Cup. But in 
that race, on September 24, he was unplaced, be- 
hind Bridge of Earn (3-y-o0, 98), Altitude (101), 
and Burscough (101). Roi Herode had 126 
pounds, though there seemed little in his record 
to warrant such a package. 

This was Roi Herode’s last race, though it was 
not so intended. Mr. Kennedy turned him over 
to Atty Persse at Stockbridge, and he was trained 
for the Chester Cup the following spring. Buta 
few weeks before the running, a tendon gave way, 
and the horse had to be retired. The breeding 
season was about half over, and he got but few 
mates in 1910.

Roi Herode entered stud with rather indiffer- 
ent credentials, and at the time of his sale his 
French breeder remarked, “If Roi Herode is any 
good as a stallion, I shall be greatly surprised. 
Anyway, I would not breed to him myself.’ His 
stud fee, at outset, was 35 guineas (approximately 
$175). But one of those few mares he got in 
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1910 was Vahren, by Bona Vista, and in 1911 she 
dropped the grey foal which was later named 
The Tetrarch, and known to the English Turf as 
“the spotted wonder.”’ Sent to the Doncaster year- 
ling sales, The Tetrarch went for 1,300 guineas to 
Atty Persse, who passed him on to his cousin, 
Major Dermot McCalmont. Under that sports- 
man’s silks, The Tetrarch blazed through seven 
straight 2-year-old stakes, and retired unbeaten 
with earnings of £11,336. His flight, if brief, was 
meteoric, and it virtually made Roi Herode as q 
stallion. His fee at one time was 400 guineas, 
and in one year, when it was 200 guineas, there 
were 200 applications for seasons. Toward the 
end of his career the stud fee fell to 100 guineas, 
In 1913 Mr. Kennedy attempted to sell him, with 
a reserve of $40,000 on him, but the reserve was 
not reached. At that time, however, his reputa- 
tion was just being made. 

But there was no other like The Tetrarch to 
come, though Roi Herode continued to sire good 
horses. Among them were King John (Irish 
Derby), Judea (Irish Oaks), Milesius (Coventry 
Stakes), and Marshall Field’s Cing a Sept (Irish 
Oaks). His stock were in demand everywhere, 
and at the time of his death he had had winners 
in India, United States, Canada, Australia, Brazil, 
Germany, Hungary, Spain, Ceylon, Egypt, South 
Africa, and elsewhere. In all countries, again at 
the time of his death, he had winners of 474 
races and about $750,000. 

As far as breeding on is concerned, The Tet- 
rarch again proved his best son. There were 
others, however. *Sir Greysteel, a moderate win- 
ner, was brought to the late Sylvester Labrot’s 
Holly Beach Farm, in Maryland, and got the fine 
race mare Tred Avon, as well as Springsteel, 
Toolbox, and others. Mr. Kennedy believed 
Milesius would be a second Tetrarch, and after 
the horse won the Coventry Stakes he refused 
£20,000 pounds for him, refused to sell when he 
was given a blank check and told to write his 
own price. But Milesius shortly afterward de- 
veloped a temper which made him nearly useless 
for racing. He went to stud in Ireland, is known 
in the United States almost wholly as the sire of 
*Azucar, winner of the first Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. 

The Tetrarch was of course very highly suc- 
cessful. He got winners of 257 races and £179,604 
in England, despite the fact that through the last 
10 years of his life he was completely sterile, 
partly so a few years before that. He sired the 
“flying filly,”” Mumtaz Mahal, winner of nearly 
$70,000, and such other successful racers as 
Tetratema (about $100,000), Salmon-Trout (about 
$75,000), Polemarch, *The Satrap, Caligula, Moti 
Mahal, *Stefan the Great, Tetrabbazia, and 
Tetrameter. Most of these were at least fairly 
successful sires. Tetratema and Salmon-Trout 
were his best sons in stud in England. Caligula, 
a winner of the St. Leger, went to Germany to 
stud, and was nearly sterile. Polemarch, also 4 
St. Leger winner, and known as a “crazy brute,” 
was sent to Argentina. 

Both *The Satrap and *Stefan the Great, after 
standing in the United States, were sent back 
again, as was Tetratema’s best son in the United 
States, *Royal Minstrel. Thus there are few sires 
left in this country from the line of Roi Herode, 
including *Royal Minstrel’s two young sons, Mr. 
Bones and Singing Wood, and *Stefan the Great’s 
older issue, *Kiev and Jean Valjean. 

Mares by Roi Herode did reasonably well in 
stud, including *Lady Comfey (dam of American 
Flag), Dora Agnes (dam of the French Oaks 
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winner Dorina), May Queen (dam of Strip the 
Willow, winner French Derby and Grand Prix de 
Paris), Judea (dam of Zionist, a good winner 
and sire in France), and Persuasion, dam of the 
English stakes winner Andrea. 

Roi Herode was a remarkable type of power- 
ful, big-boned Thoroughbred, with immense sub- 
stance, and color, size, and bone have been fre- 
quently characteristic of his descendants. He 
was not a very successful race horse. His stud 
career, Successful on the whole, needs a few quali- 
fications. But he did what his gravestone says 
he did— he re-established the Herod line in Eng- 
land. He was buried in the orchard at Straffam 
Stud, beside Vahren, dam of his greatest son.

Principal one is the $25,000 
added New England Futurity, which last year 
was worth $33,410 to Challedon. This event, for 
2-year-olds at a mile and 70 yards, will be run 
the first Saturday, October 28. The Worcester 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs) will be run the second Saturday, No- 
vember 4, and November 11 is the date for the 
Rhode Island Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 14s miles). The New England Fu- 
turity closed January 25, 1937; the other two 
stakes close Monday, October 16.

NEW YORK 


Belmont Park 


HE climax of fall racing in New York passed 

October 7, when Belmont Park ended its 15- 
day meeting with the Futurity and the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup featuring the final day. The Fu- 
turity went, as was expected, to E. R. Bradley’s 
Bimelech, 7-to-10 favorite on the opening line, 
1-to-2 when the field broke down the Widener 
chute. There was no particular color to the race; 
Bimelech simply ran faster than anything else 
could do and won unchallenged. John H. Whit- 
ney’s Calory, however, with one victory and a 
second to Andy K. in the Champagne Stakes, 
seems a most promising sort, though he could not 
threaten Bimelech. The Jockey Club Gold Cup 
also went to a 1-to-2 favorite in Townsend B. 
Martin’s Cravat, which, beaten four times this 
summer by imported horses, finally beat two of 
them. 


It was, however, no particularly good day for 
those who follow the favorites. William Goetz’s 
Woodberry, by Broadside, surprised in a Class D 
handicap at six furlongs, and turned back Early 
Autumn at 1 to 2. An allowance race at six fur- 
longs went to Nelson Asiel’s Chicluna, by *Chicle, 
at 30 to 1. Elsewhere favorites did fairly well. 
The maiden race which opened the card gave 
Colonel Bradley his first leg on a double, as Bold 
and Bad, a first starter by Blue Larkspur, won 
comfortably; he was favored at 8 to 5. A Class 
C handicap at a mile also was won by a favorite, 
J. S. Riley’s Journey On, by *Challenger II, which 
beat *“Don Mike a half-length. Last race of the 
dav and of the meeting went to the fifth favorite 
of the day, J. Pepp’s No Sir, by Sortie, at 13 to 5. 
On the penultimate day of the meeting, Boy 
Angler went out for an overnight 2-year-old 
handicap, won narrowly from Jacomar, to which 
he was giving eight pounds. 

On October 9 racing in New York moved to 
Jamaica for a 12-day stay. The opening card was 
featured only by the Belgrade Claiming Stakes, 
but some first-class racing was promised later in 
the week. On October 12 the Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap, at 15, miles, was to have its inaugural run- 
ning, with Challedon, *Isolater, *Confiado, *Kayak 
II, Thanksgiving, *Sorteado, War Plumage, and 
others among the entries. Challedon unloaded at 
Keeneland October 8, but a very good sort of race 
seemed probable without him. The Saturday 
program, October 14, included the Interborough 
Handicap and the Long Island Claiming Stakes. 
The Jamaica stakes received 25 per cent more 
nominations than in 1938, and racing of good 
class is expected there. 


Montauk Claiming Stakes 


A claiming stakes in New York is very likely 
to end in a victory for a horse trained by Hirsch 
Jacobs, so when the Montauk Claiming Stakes 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles) 
was run at Belmont Park October 3 it was to be 
expected that Isidor Bieber’s *Confiado (118) 
would be strongly backed. He went out at 6 to 
5 and jumped off in front. But his leadership 


was brief, as he was passed immediately by W. 
Cc. Winfrey’s One Jest (109) and P. B. Codd’s 
Gino Rex (3, 106), both of which, like the 
favorite, have been running in the lower graded 
handicaps. 


One Jest held the advantage for a 
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full mile, at one time leading by nearly two 
lengths, but Gino Rex came up from just off the 
pace in the stretch, got to the leader a furlong 
out, and drew away smartly. F. A. Smith rode 
the grey colt out, won by three lengths, with One 
Jest a neck in front of Circle M Ranch’s So- 
larium (109). *Confiado, faltering badly in the 
stretch, dead-heated with A. C. Bostwick’s Si- 
moon (112) for fourth place, five lengths behind 
the third horse. In order followed Rhiniz (114), 
Memory Book (109), At Play (109), Bain Marie 
(107), and *Aluminio (109). Time, :23%;, :4735, 
1:12, 1:3635, 1:4915, track muddy. Stakes di-

Gino Rex, foaled at Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Court Manor, near New Market, Va., on March 
17, 1936, was sold to Andy Schuttinger as a year- 
ling for $4,500. He was apparently bidding for 
his employer, Nelson I. Asiel, under whose silks 
the colt first raced. At Empire City last July he 
was claimed for $3,000. He has started 25 times, 
won seven races (all this season), finished second 
three times, third twice, and has earned $8,900. 
Sun Tess, a sister in blood to Reigh Count, won 
at two and three and placed in the Alabama 
Stakes. She is also dam of Short Skirt, winner 
of 10 races to five. *Contessina is also dam of 
the winners Reigh Count ($178,170, including 
Kentucky Derby, Saratoga Cup, Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, Lawrence Realization, Kentucky Joc- 
key Club, Miller Stakes, Huron, Walden Handi- 
caps in United States and Coronation Cup in 
England, also second in Ascot Gold Cup and 
prominent sire), Sunsini (Amsterdam Stakes, 
Pierrepont, Delaware, New Rochelle, Yonkers 
Handicaps), Account (13 wins and placed in 
stakes), Asinia (placed in stakes and producer), 
and Wye, and the producer Contestrix. Pitti also 
produced the winners Beppo (Jockey Club, Hard- 
wicke, Union Jack Stakes, Manchester Cup and 
sire), and Marcolina (also producer), and the 
producers Lachryma, 1 of 2, and Vermicelli, dam 
of the stakes winner Ravioli. 


Grand National Steeplechase 


Leader of this year’s steeplechasers, even be- 
fore the running of the Grand National Steeple- 
chase ($10,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 
three miles) at Belmont Park October 4 was C. 
Mahlon Kline’s Whaddon Chase, a 4-year-old 
gelding by *Monk’s Way. After the running of 
that event, considerably the most valuable jump- 
ing event of the year, he was more strongly forti- 
fied in that position. 

Held at 9 to 5 in the wagering, Whaddon Chase 
(146) began without hurry, was rated in fifth 
place while Bay Dean (131) and Thomas Hitch- 
cock’s Satilla (148) fought for the lead. Bay 
Dean quit badly after the tenth obstacle, and 
Satilla went into the lead, now challenged by 
Good Chance (144). Brookmeade Stable’s Na- 
tional Anthem (137) also moved up, but, except

for the flattening out of Bay Dean, the order of 
the leaders did not change. But on the last tum 
Jockey J. Penrod, who had ridden the Kline geld- 
ing successfully in the Brook Steeplechase Han- 
dicap earlier in the meeting, began sending him 
up on the outside. Fencing well, Whaddon 
Chase caught the leaders over the eighteenth 
jump, cleared the nineteenth and last a length 
ahead of Satilla. In the run to the finish he 
drew out, won handily by three lengths. Na- 
tional Anthem, still coming on well, failed by a 
neck to catch Satilla and was third, three lengths 
in front of C. K. Bassett’s Corrigan (135). In 
order followed *Cottesmore (149), Good Chance, 
Bay Dean, and Ship Executive (141), the latter 
pulled up. Warspite (144), the only other starter, 
fell at the eleventh fence. Time, 5:58, track 
good. Stakes division, $9,300, $1,500, $1,000, 
$500.

Trainer Ben A. Jones’ recent connection with 
Calumet Farm was a happy one at Belmont Park 
October 5. The third race went to the stable’s 
Little Risk, a 2-year-old filly which was bought 
for $16,000 at Saratoga last year. The fourth 
went to the 3-year-old Beau James. The fifth 
was the Jerome Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, one mile), and it was won, in a driving 
finish, by the 8-to-1 Easy Mon (110), which was 
given only an outside chance to finish among the 
leaders. 

Samuel Bachrach’s Golden Voyage (116) began 
in front, with Easy Mon second, the favored 
Third Degree (120), from Greentree Stable, third. 
This order held into the stretch, but Easy Mon, 
gradually cutting away Golden Voyage’s three-

Easy Mon, not previously a stakes winner, was 
foaled February 29, 1936, at Warren Wright’s 
Calumet Farm, Lexington. He has started 33 
times, won 10 races, finished second eight times, 
third three times, and has earned $18,135. Slow 
and Easy won at two and three, including the 
Medina Handicap and Miramar Purse (new track 
record of 1:05%5 for 5% furlongs), and is also 
dam of the winners *Crossbow II (New Rochelle, 
Wannamoisett Handicaps, Sanford Stakes), Go- 
sum (New Year, San Pasqual Handicaps), Fred- 
erick, Nancy C., and Gloriotone (also placed in 
stakes). She is sister to Modest, winner of the 
Grainger Memorial Handicap. *Shyness won at 
two, three, and four. Mrs. K. produced four win- 
hers and the producers *Bohergoy, Miss K., and 
Leaderess. 


The Futurity at Last 


Since 1898 E. R. Bradley has owned race horses. 
For the last 20 years he has been a very im- 
portant figure in American racing, and, as the 
only man to own four winners of the Kentucky 
Derby, is probably better known to the non- 
racing public than any other owner in the sport. 
But though the Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Bel- 
mont, Hopeful Stakes, and others of the most 
prized races have fallen to his Thoroughbreds, 
the great 2-year-old classic, the Belmont Futurity, 
has persistently eluded him. 

It has not been for want of trying. No fewer 
than 21 racers have carried the Bradley silks 
over the Belmont Park and Saratoga courses (the 
race was run at Saratoga in 1910, 1913, and 


1914). His first bid was in 1910, with Love Not. 
His second, in 1913, was with the stallion which 
did more, perhaps, than any other to lift the 
Bradley colors to prominence, Black Toney, which 
finished unplaced behind Pennant, another son of 
Peter Pan. Such sterling racers as Blue Lark- 
spur, Burgoo King, and Balladier failed in the 
Futurity, though Balladier, finishing second in 
1934, after getting to the front, was almost a 
winner. 


But Colonel Bradley, who will be 80 years old 
in December, on October 7 at long last saw his 
twenty-second bid for the Futurity succeed. His 
unbeaten Bimelech, son of the stallion which 
failed in the Futurity 26 years earlier, raced 
straight and true down the Widener chute, had a 
head advantage over John Hay Whitney’s Calory 
(by Manna) after a quarter-mile, stretched it to 
two lengths in the stretch, was taken in hand at 
the finish to win by a length and a half, with 
Jockey F. A. Smith also winning the first Futu- 
rity. Calory, only member of the field to come 
close to the Bradley racer, was four lengths in 
front of the Manhasset Stable’s Call to Colors, 
which was a son of Black Toney’s conqueror, 
Pennant. Marshall Field’s Barnet, by Stimulus, 
was fourth, two lengths farther back. So three 
of the first four were great-grandsons of Com- 
mando. In order followed Rollo, Andy K., and 
Ekwanok. 


The disappointment of the Futurity was Andy 
K., which before the race was a scant $1,000 be- 
hind Bimelech in earnings this year. On a previ- 
cus meeting, in the Hopeful at Saratoga, Bime- 
lech had beaten him a neck, but Andy K. had lost 
precious ground going wide, while Bimelech had 
suffered interference in the stretch. Unfortunate- 
ly for the Millsdale Stable colt, his regular rider, 
Johnny Longden, who had at last apparently 
solved the problem of getting the wayward Jack 
High colt to run straight (he had been twice dis- 
qualified for bearing out), had been suspended, 
and Wayne Wright, unfamiliar with the colt, was

in the saddle. After the race he said the ground 
broke from under Andy K. at the start and he 
stumbled, could never get in the race. His knees 
were badly marked up after the race, and he will 
not run again soon. But though Andy K. had an 
excuse, and a good one, Bimelech had Colonel 
Bradley's first Futurity. The chart of the race, 
condensed from that prepared for Daily Racing 
Form, is given above. 

Bimelech is the last son of Black Toney, which 
had but three foals, two of them fillies, in his last 
crop, that of 1937. The old stallion, sire of win- 
ners of more than $1,850,000, died at Idle Hour 
Stock Farm in September, 1938. The colt made 
his first start at Suffolk Downs in late June, 
won a maiden race very easily. Moved to Empire 
City, he won an overnight race by six lengths, 
and was then sent to Saratoga for his first stakes 
attempt. On August 12 he proved an easy win- 
ner of the Saratoga Special, beating Briar Sharp, 
Andy K., the crack filly Now What, and others. 
In the Hopeful Stakes, for the first time, he was 
not away with the leaders, and in the stretch he 
was badly blocked. But Jockey Smith, who has 
ridden him in all of his starts, finally got him 
clear and Bimelech closed with a rush to get up, 
beating Andy K. a neck. He has won all five of 
his starts, and has now earned $101,860, the high- 
est figure earned by a 2-year-old since 1932, 
when Ladysman won $111,435. His next engage- 
ment is in the Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland 
October 21, and he is at present considered a 
probable starter.

Cravat Beats *lsolater 


After Townsend B. Martin’s Cravat won the 
Suburban and Brooklyn Handicaps last spring, 
he was considered one of the most formidable 
handicap horses in training, particularly at longer 
distances. But he ran into a series of four straight 
defeats, two by *Sorteado, one by *Kayak II, one 
by *Isolater, though he was never worse than 
third. On October 7 he came out under 124 
pounds against two imported horses, Belair Stud’s 
*Isolater (124) and W. V. McGrath’s *Shangay 
Lily (121) for the Jockey Club Gold Cup ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, weight for age, two 
miles). He was confidently backed at 2 to 5, 
after opening at 1 to 2. 

It was a two-horse race. *Isolater began in 
front, setting only a fair pace. Cravat followed 
well behind him, but despite the slow early pace 
*Shangay Lily was out of the race in a half-mile. 
After a mile, *Isolater had stretched his lead to 
five lengths, and Basil James began moving

McLennan Carries No Penalty 


In an attempt to get Widener Handicap candi- 
dates out for a good race before the running of 
that event, penalties after announcement of 
weights have been changed for the coming sea- 
son. Previously, winners of $6,000 after an- 
nouncement of weights picked up three pounds, 
winners of $10,000 picked up five. This season 
the conditions provide that winners of $15,000 
incur a three-pound penalty. This removes the 
$10,000 McLennan Memorial Handicap from the 
penalty class, leaves only the Flamingo Stakes, 
and since it is seldom that a 3-year-old would be 
sent after the Widener, it virtually removes 
penalties from the conditions.

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MARYLAND 
Laurel Park 


ACH of Maryland’s major tracks is allowed 

25 days of racing each year, except that 
Bowie this season was given 29, to make up for 
four days which were cancelled last November 
because of extreme cold. All except Laurel Park 
elect to have spring and fall meetings, but the 
Maryland State Fair, operator of Laurel, custom- 
arily takes 25 days in one meeting. The 1939 
session opened October 3 with the Capital Handi- 
cap on the first day’s card. A. C. Compton’s 
speedy Sun Egret, getting along toward the 
$100,000 mark in earnings, won the Capital over 
a muddy track, seems a distinct threat for all 
sprint races through the Maryland fall season. 

On the first Saturday, October 7, the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, for 2-year-olds, resulted in a vic- 
tory for Ral Parr’s home-bred *Challenger II 
gelding, Victory Morn, a juvenile which has been 
of material aid to Challedon in getting their sire 
to the head of the list of American stallions this 
year. Two good handicaps supported the stakes. 
A sprint with a $1,500 purse went to Woolford 
Farm's Joe Schenck, an Insco gelding which was 
getting his twelfth victory from 39 starts. Dix- 
jana’s Allegro, overlooked at 21 to 1, almost 
scored an upset in this race, getting in front and 
failing by a head to hold his place. Bill Farns- 
worth, odds-on favorite, was third. A 1 1-16- 
mile handicap for a $2,000 purse was won by Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s War Minstrel, one of the brood 
of the Man o’ War mare War Feathers. Lady 
Maryland was second, the favored Robert L. was 
third. Four other favorites, including one at 
odds-on, failed during the day, so that Victory 
Morn was the only first choice to win during the 
day. 

The Governor Ogle Steeplechase Handicap, on 
October 19, and the Laurel Handicap, on October 
21, make up the stakes events of the current 
week. 


Sun Egret Spoils a Triple 


For the last two years the Capital Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
has been taken by J. Yancey Christmas’ Rough 
Time, and the 5-year-old Grand Time gelding, 
under top weight of 122 pounds, was given a 
good chance to make it a triple in the twenty- 
first running of the race, at Laurel Park Oc- 
tober 3. He was away only reasonably well, but 
under a hustling ride reached the leaders in the 
first quarter-mile, kept on to take the lead as the 
field turned into the stretch. Ariel Toy (3, 111),

the early pacemaker, began falling back at this 
point, and A. C. Compton’s Sun Egret (120) and 
R. A. Moore’s Clodion (112), both formidable 
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sprinters, came up to make a race of it. Sun 
Egret, winner of seven stakes last season, had 
the class of the contest, and in the upper stretch 
he went into the lead. Clodion, finishing with a 
good rush, caught Rough Time in the last fur- 
long and a half. Rough Time was third, an equal 
distance farther back, with Howard Bruce’s Jay 
Jay (112) fourth. In order followed Ariel Toy, 
Isaroma (116), Lady Maryland (110), and El 
Chico (3, 119). The latter, carrying top weight 
by scale, flashed brief speed in the first quarter- 
mile, then was done. Time, :2435, :4835, 1:13%, 
track muddy. Stakes division, $6,725, $1,500, 
$750, $350. 

Sun Egret, a rather indifferent racer at two 
(he won two of 10 starts) has been among the 
top sprinters at three and four. He has started 
56 times, won 20 races, finished second 11 times, 
third seven times, and has earned $76,605, a 
rather considerable amount for a horse which 
did little at two, could not stay the distance for 
the principal races for 3-year-olds. Earlier this 
season he won the Harford Handicap at the 
Havre de Grace spring meeting, and particulars 
of his pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
April 22, page 605. 


Victory Morn Again 


For the Richard Johnson Stakes ($5,000 added, 
2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Laurel Park October 
7, bettors hesitated somewhat between Ral Parr’s 
home-bred Victory Morn (122), winner of two 
stakes earlier in the season, and W. M. Ingram’s 
home-bred Barre Granite (112), a newcomer 
which had won two smashing overnight races at 
Havre de Grace. Backers of neither knew if they 
were right until the numbers went up, for they 
finished only a head apart. At the start Barre 
Granite, a Wise Counsellor colt, jumped to the 
front, but Victory Morn was always close behind 
him. Around the turn Barre Granite stretched 
his lead to a length and a half, kept it into the 
stretch. There Victory Morn, hard ridden by 
Andy Shelhamer, came courageously, got to the 
leader a few yards away and won by a head. It 
was no two-horse race, for J. Yancey Christmas’ 
Rough Pass (115), coming well at the end, was 
only a neck farther away. M. M. Morin’s Glor- 
ious Time (112) was an indifferent fourth, with 
Woof Woof (112), Son Altesse (112), Dollarville 
(112), Arden Lass (116), Merry Knight (122), 
In Charge (108), Domkin (112), and Tough 
Hombre (112) following in order. Time, :2315, 
:47!5, 1:12%,, track fast. Stakes division, $7,000, 
$1,000, $500, $250.

Now a winner of six of his nine starts, the 
*Challenger II gelding has been second twice. 
In his first start he was fourth. In all he has 
earned $30,290. He won the Old Colony Stakes 
at Narragansett Park early in September, won 
the Eastern Shore Handicap at Havre de Grace 
later in the month. Particulars of his pedigree 
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appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of September 9, 
page 359. 

Victory Morn is an unusually small horse, so 
small that Trainer Bedwell advised Mr. Parr 
against trying to train him. Mr. Parr insisted, 
has $30,000 as a result. Victory Morn stands 
14.2, less than most yearlings, and weighs only 
700 pounds. The weight he carried was more 
than 17 per cent of his own. 

Barre Granite has been having trouble with his 
ankles. Owner William Ingram had intended to 
start him in the Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland 
October 21, but the trouble was too much ag- 
gravated in the Richard Johnson Stakes. He will 
be returned to Lexington, fired, and put away 
for the winter. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


HROUGH October 7, with 18 days of a 30-day 
meeting gone, Rockingham Park was appar- 
ently prospering, but with reservations. The 
meeting offers no stakes this fall, saves a little 
money in purses by substituting overnight handi- 
caps for its feature events. But despite pro- 
longed good weather, the totalizator was refus- 
ing to click at last fall’s pace. For the 18 days, 
the pari-mutuel average was $216,693, as against 
$224,260 for the first three weeks of the 1938 fall 
meeting. Since the purse distribution is a bit 
smaller, the track should be doing as well as in 
1938, with the horsemen more than absorbing the 
slight loss in receipts. As horsemen are more 
experienced than promoters at taking losses 
without protest, perhaps all is well at Salem. 
The racing of October 7 was featured by the 
White Mountain Handicap, last year a $3,500 
added stakes, this season a $2,000 overnight race. 
It was won by Phil Schwartz’s Napper Tandy, a 
4-year-old son of Koodoo, a lightly used son of 
Court Day (by Man o’ War) which is now in 
service at a hunt club near Detroit. A $1,500 
overnight sprint was won by Leo J. Marks’ Many 
Stings, by another slighted stallion, Canaan. 
Other events were under claiming conditions, in- 
cluding a 11,-mile event which went to Miss L. 
C. White’s Brass Monkey, 11-year-old son of 
*Light Brigade. The old gelding was propheti- 
cally named, for something more enduring than 
ordinary horsefiesh must be in his make-up. 
When Brass Monkey came out October 7, it made 
261 times he had faced a starter, and he won his 
forty-first victory. 


Suspensions 


Analysis of urine from Fair, second in the sec- 
ond race at Rockingham Park September 25, re- 
vealed caffeine. Stewards suspended E. A. Sum- 
mers until October 11 “for permitting his name 
to be used as trainer of the mare... when in fact 
he was not trainer of said mare.” Earl Simp- 
son, who the stewards said was the actual trainer, 
was also suspended, to November 4.

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CALIFORNIA 


Pomona, Bay Meadows 


ACING in California last week left the county 

fair circuits and got back to the major 
tracks, as Pomona completed 14 days of racing 
and Bay Meadows, at San Francisco, opened its 
fall session. The difference, as far as horsemen 
are concerned, is chiefly that there is no midway 
on the grounds. Racing at the California fairs 
has come on, and racing at the San Francisco 
tracks has gone back, so that now there is not q 
great deal between them. Pomona offered $500 
purses, with a liberal sprinkling of small stakes, 
with from $1,000 to $1,500 added. Bay Meadows 
announced $500 purses for its first week also, 
with fewer stakes, worth a trifle more. But 
horsemen made strenuous objections the 
Horse Racing Board, and on October 4 it was 
announced that the minimum purses at Bay 
Meadows had been increased to $600. Manager 
Kyne, however, had something on his side; prac- 
tically the same horses will race at Bay Mead- 
ows, and the pari-mutuel turnover will not be 
greatly larger. Pomona closed with a daily pari- 
mutuel average of $132,092, although a part of 
this, possibly $10,000 daily, was wagered on the 
harness racing which also was offered at the 
track. Bay Meadows last fall averaged $147,527, 
but last spring the average slipped to $130,505. 
With smaller purses insuring poorer horses, a 
further drop is not unlikely. 


No More Sundays 


The California Horse Racing Board on Oc- 
tober 4 refused a request for a charity day ona 
Sunday during the Bay Meadows fall meeting. 
The track was given a Sunday for charitable 
purposes last spring, but the board was appar- 
ently not pleased with the result, returned to the 
policy of the previous board in refusing to sanc- 
tion further racing on Sunday. 


Klister Wins Again 


Winner of the Los Angeles County Fair Handi- 
cap on September 23, C. G. Patmon’s Klister 
(107) came back a week later to take the South- 
ern California Handicap ($1,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 14% miles) at Pomona. Jockey D. 
Schunk broke her forwardly, and Klister drew 
cut to a gocd lead. I. M. Duffield’s Keene Jack 
(108) was the strongest challenger for the first 
mile, and at the furlong pole had got up to the 
filly’s head. Then he weakened and fell back,

KENTUCKY 
Challedon's World's Record 


HE abbreviated fall racing season in Kentucky 
opened Tuesday, October 10, at Keeneland, 

a crowd of about 6,000 assembling for the first 
day of sport. 
The best fall meeting in the short history of 
Keeneland was in prospect, if the fair weather of 
recent weeks continues. As a gesture of good 
will toward a track which he greatly admires, 
William L. Brann shipped his currently reigning 
champion Challedon to Keeneland for the $5,000 
Tranter Purse, feature of the opening day, and 
Mr. Brann himself was on hand to see the race, 
in which the son of *Challenger II had his chief 
adversary in Greentree Stable’s Hash. 
Challedon won, as expected, beating Hash about 
five lengths, but he did more than that. Under 
120 pounds he finished out the mile and three- 
sixteenths in 1:54%5, a new world’s record, and 
on the way equaled the present record of 1:4815 
for nine furlongs. 
With many out-of-town horsemen attracted by 
the Lexington Fall Sales and the Thoroughbred 
Club’s testimonial dinner in honor of Carleton 
F. Burke, and with an excellent lot of horses, 
Keeneland seemed assured of a reasonably suc- 
cessful meeting. By present indications it ap- 
pears that the Futurity winner Bimelech may be 
among the starters for the Breeders’ Futurity, 
and if he goes the little track can boast of having 
attracted the top-ranking 3-year-old and 2-year- 
old of the season.

Bedtime Racing Story 


We printed a few weeks ago extracts from the 
discussion between the Editor of THE BLOOpD- 
HORSE and the Presiding Steward of Detroit race 
meeting about “spot-lighted racing.” The Editor 
opposed the introduction of such racing, but the 
Presiding Steward in question contended that it 
would come, because, as he claimed, the public 
desired it. 

We now read in the Milan sporting newspaper, 
Lo Sportivo, of a mile steeplechase having been 
run in England by candlelight! The paper stated 
that its information had been received “from a 
correspondent,’”’ who asserted that on March 3 
last Mrs. Auguste Fane promoted a mile steeple- 
chase over three fences. Stable lads with lighted 
candles were stationed along the course to show 
the way to horses and jockeys. 

Lo Sportivo accepted the news seriously—ob- 
viously so when it published ‘‘the dispatch.” The 
newspaper’s story was that the stake was £50; 
that the winner was a Mr. Burnaby (whether 
Burnaby was the name of the horse of that of 
the horse’s owner is not clear); and that of the 
eleven starters six refused the first fence, and 
four others failed to complete the course from 
one cause or another! 

If the Presiding Steward of Detroit race meet- 
ing should chance to read this issue of The Irish 
Field, he would be able to stump the Editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE in their discussion. He could, 
for example, contend that as candle-lighted ’chas- 
ing had been promoted in England, the case for 
“spotlighted racing’”’ at Detroit would be irresist- 
ible!—-Irish Field.

Another Color Puzzle 


QOME time ago I called attention to the so- 
© called grey filly Opera Star, neither of whose 
parents was a grey, suggested that she probably 
ought not to be called a grey at all. She has a 
brown colt, very liberally ticked with white hairs. 
I see that the chart books now describe her as a 
brown, but the official color, as recorded with The 
Jockey Club, probably still stands as grey. 

There was a somewhat similar instance in the 
catalogue for the fall sales at Lexington, the 
so-called brown filly by the chestnut Wise Coun- 
sellor out of the chestnut mare Luxury. Ever 
since Mr. Muth first told me this foal was brown 
I have been pestering him with questions about 
the matter. He seems to have ample evidence 
that her sire is Wise Counsellor. So we have 
here an apparent contradiction of Mendelian law. 
For two chestnuts, in the ordinary course of 
events, do not produce anything but chestnut off- 
spring, unless it be some coat, such as albino, 
which is recessive to chestnut. Hence I am in- 
clined to believe that eventually the official de- 
scription of this filly should be changed from 
brown to dark chestnut. On the other hand, if 
she is a chestnut, it is certainly the darkest 
chestnut I have ever seen. (But I have seen her 
only under artificial light.) Mr. Muth apparently 
has spent a lot of time looking at her and trying 
to get the exact color. At times, he says, she is 
quite copper-colored, but he has not been suffi- 
ciently sure of himself to ask for a change in the 
record. 

The filly was one of the best yearlings in the 
Lexington sales, and she went to Valdina Farms 
for $2,000. 


Reaping Reward 


URING the last few years two sets of im- 

ported brothers, *Sir Gallahad III and *Bull 
Dog, *Sickle and *Pharamond II, have been busy 
changing the complexion of American pedigrees. 
The *Sir Gallahads of the second filial generation 
have already made their mark, and the third 
generation will soon be with us. Soon we will 
have the second generation of the descendants of 
*Sickle and *Pharamond II, and breeders will be 
very much interested in how the line is carry- 
ing on. 

One of the most promising and most advanta- 
geously situated of the sons of *Sickle is Reaping 
Reward, which stands now at Coldstream Stud, 
Lexington, and whose picture appears on the 
front cover of this issue. Reaping Reward, foaled 
in 1934, ranks with Stagehand, Brevity, Agrarian, 
and Cravat among the best sons of *Sickle. (In- 
‘cidentally, he is the only one of the quartet which 
was not out of a stakes-winning mare. Menow, 
best son of *Pharamond II, was also out of a 
stakes-winning mare. There’s a great nick—a 
leading stallion on a stakes-winning mare.) His 
pedigree closely resembles that of J. E. Widener’s 
Brevity, which was by *Sickle out of the good 
race mare Ormonda, by Superman. Reaping Re- 
ward is by *Sickle out of Dustwhirl, by Sweep 
out of Ormonda. Another foal of Ormonda, win- 
ner of several stakes races, was the great gelding 
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Osmand, winner of 23 races and $157,975. Dust- 
whirl, which did not race, has had seven foals to 
reach racing age. Five of them did very little 
racing and no winning. The other two, Feudal 
Lord and the well named Reaping Reward, are 
both stakes winners. 

Reaping Reward at two won the United States 
Hotel Stakes, the New England Futurity (beating 
Pompoon), and Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, 
At three, when he was, I believe, never altogether 
sound, he won two of his four starts, was second 
in the Derby Trial Purse, third to War Admiral 
and Pompoon in the Kentucky Derby. His last 
race saw him winning the Latonia Derby, 14 
miles in 2:034;, despite the fact that he broke 
down well up the stretch. 

This year Reaping Reward made his first stud 
season. He was bred to 11 Coldstream mares, 
got 10 of them in foal, only Fairy Eyes being bar- 
ren. Of the mares in foal to him, Log, Evening 
Tide, and Cactus Rose were stakes winners, and 
Brookdale and Wild Waters are dams of stakes 
winners. The others, Disarray, *Lady in Grey, 
Sweet Fern, Coronium, and Tophorn also have 
good credentials. 

Seventeen outside mares were bred to Reaping 
Reward in 1938, and, though figures are not 
available, presumably a good proportion of them 
are in foal. Among these were such excellent 
mares as Frilette, Wise Daughter, Sable Lady 
(dam of El Morocco and Sabariel), Primrose, 
Cushion, Caloosa, etc. 

With opportunities like these, Reaping Reward 
seems more than likely to play a prominent part 
in carrying on for one of the world’s most flourish- 
ing sire lines. 


Names, Me Eye! 


N a recent issue of the Breeder’s Gazette Lao 

J. Brosemer had a paragraph about Herefords 
which pleased me no end. Apparently the Thor- 
oughbred breeder who prefers fashionable pedi- 
grees to good performers won't find much com- 
fort in Hereford pedigrees. 


No, we're not a pedigree crank. Names on a piece 
of paper mean nothing unless the name stands for 
something proven outstanding—tested, tried, and not 
found wanting—and transmitted to the next genera- 
tion. Domino's pedigree represents that kind of an- 
cestry. He proved himself a very superior, an ex- 
ceptionally prepotent sire. And, in turn, his greatest 
siring son proved to be Prince Domino—a wonder sire, 
if such a beef bull has lived in your time and mine. 
Like his sire, Prince Domino was line-bred, too. Line- 
bred to Anxiety 4th—the inbred. To produce Prince 
Domino. Domino was bred to a cow by Beau Brummel 
(4th x Pole cross), that was out of a cow by a son of 
the 4th that in turn was out of a cow by North Pole. 
Now, just show me one single individual in the six 
generations of Prince Domino that didn’t belong there 
by right of proven prepotency? Names? Names, me 
eye! There's performance, production, and prepotency 
to write under every one of the names of all 60 nearest 
ancestors in the pedigree of Prince Domino! And that 
plan and formula, not the mere piling up of names, is 
the one that enabled the Anxietys to brush aside com- 
gh Hereford families. To eventually tower above

Selene, a Great Broodmare 


HE Yorkshire Oaks, a mile-and-a-half test for 

3-year-old fillies, was run August 22, less 
than two weeks before the precipitate conclusion 
of the English racing season. In itself it is not a 
particularly important race to call to the atten- 
tion of American readers. But it was important 
because it added another stakes winner to the 
record of one of the great broodmares of the 
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century, Lord Derby’s Selene, dam of *Sickle 
and *Pharamond II. The favorite for the York- 
shire Oaks was Flyolley, a daughter of Hyperion, 
the best son of Selene,. but the winner was the 
extreme outsider Night Shift, by Trimdon out of 
Selene herself. She won by a neck from the good 
filly Scenery, which was conceding her a stone 
(14 pounds). Night Shift had not raced as a 2- 
year-old, had made only two starts before win- 
ning the Yorkshire race.. Because of the war she 
is not likely to race again. 

Night Shift is the seventh stakes winner pro- 
duced by her dam. The seven are by six different 
sires, Which will perhaps serve to illustrate again 
that it takes prepotent individuals, and not blood- 
line combinations, to produce good race horses. 
Further, Selene qualified for her high rank as a 
producer by being one of the best race mares of 
her generation, winner of £14,386 (about $71,930). 

Selene was foaled in 1919, was retired to the 
stud as a 4-year-old. Her first foal, *Sickle, by 
Phalaris, was a good stakes winner at two, but 
at three his training was stopped by an injury 
after three starts. He has been twice leading 
sire in America. 

The second foal, also by Phalaris, was *Phara- 
mond II, winner of the Middle Park Stakes at 
two, also a stakes winner at three, and now 
among the outstanding American sires. 

Hunter’s Moon, by Hurry On, was Selene’s 
third foal. He was a good stakes winner at three, 
one of the best of his year, and is now gaining 
distinction as a sire in Argentina. In 1927 came 
Salamis, a brother to *Sickle and *Pharamond II. 
He failed to win, but got a few winners in Eng- 
land before his death. 

In 1928 Selene produced Guiscard, a colt by 
Gay Crusader. He did not start until he was a 
4-year-old, then showed himself a stakes winner 
of good class. In 1936, as an 8-year-old, he won 
two races. 

In 1929 Selene was barren to Phalaris and 
the next year she produced, to the cover of Gains- 
borough, the Derby and St. Leger winner Hype- 
rion, unquestionably the best horse of his year. 
Hyperion’s oldest get are now 3-year-olds, and 
there have been so many high-class horses among 
the two crops of foals that he appeared in a fair 
way to become one of the most successful sires 
of the century. Wartime restrictions on racing 
may spoil a great career here. 


In 1931 Selene had a Son-in-Law filly which 
died. In 1932 she produced Coronal, a Coronach 
filly which won a small stakes race. In 1933 she 
was barren to Felstead. In 1934 came Hecate, 
a filly by Felstead; she never raced. Her 1935 
filly, also by Felstead, died as a yearling. In 
1936, to the cover of Trimdon, she produced Night 
Shift, winner of the Yorkshire Oaks. Her 1937 
foal, the filly Moon Priestess, by Dastur, has 
raced four times this year without placing, but 
all her starts were in stakes races where she met 
the highest-class company; if there had been no 
war she would, in all probability, have become 
a stakes winner. Selene’s yearling is a colt called 
Moonlight Run, by Bobsleigh. (The original 
Selene was the goddess of the moon, and most of 
— produce take their names along this 
ine.) 


Summarizing, Selene has had nine foals which 
raced. Seven of them are stakes winners, and 
one of the other two was certainly of stakes 
class. Her first six foals were all colts, and 
four of them became outstanding sires in three 
different countries. After her first six colts, she 
produced six fillies in succession. Three of the 
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fillies raced, two of them were stakes winners, 
and the other probably would have been but for 
the intervention of war. And wouldn’t an Ameri- 
can owner like to lay hands on that yearling colt! 

Selene is a bay mare by Chaucer out of Seren- 
issima, by Minouri out of Gondolette, by Loved 
One. The greatest strength of the pedigree is in 
the tail-female line, which is pure gold in the 
most recent generations. But it has been stated 
often that Lord Derby purchased Gondolette, at 
the Newmarket December sales of 1912, because 
he wanted to do some inbreeding to Pilgrimage. 
Loved One, the sire of Gondolette, was the first 
foal of Pilgrimage, which was also the dam of 
Canterbury Pilgrim, the dam of Lord Derby’s 
stallions Chaucer and Swynford. Pilgrimage was 
well worth inbreeding to, for she was a noted 
race mare (Two Thousand Guineas, etc.) and a 
great producer, her last two foals being the Oaks 
winner Canterbury Pilgrim and the Derby win- 
ner Jeddah. Gondolette produced Sansovino to 
Swynford, and Gondolette’s daughter produced 
Selene to Chaucer.

OUIS B. MAYER, as a movie executive, has 

accustomed himself to handling stars, but in 
his ventures among Thoroughbreds his talent 
scouts have, to say the least, not yet assembled 
a galaxy for him. Which perhaps accounts for 
the fact that Mr. Mayer has now followed the 
lead of some other Hollywood people and sent to 
South America for racing talent. 

Mr. Mayer’s purchase is a 4-year-old chestnut 
colt called *Beautiful (another Hollywood note), 
by Magnax out of Beauty, by Alan Breck (by 
Sunstar) out of Black Beauty, by Irigoyen, third 
dam the English-bred Mistral, by Gallinule. Mag- 
nax, which is also sire of *Ra, the recent impor- 
tation of Bing Crosby and L. C. Howard, is a 
14-year-old son of Craganour out of Monna 
Vanna, by the great Botafogo out of the classic 
winner Mistela, by Cyllene. Beauty, dam of 
*Beautiful, won three of her four starts at three, 
was second in the other. 

I do not have the record of *Beautiful’s per- 
formance in 1939, but last year he distinguished 
himself amply. In 10 starts over distances rang- 
ing from about a mile to about a mile and seven 
furlongs, he won seven races, was twice second, 
and once third, earning about 35,000 pesos. He 
wound up the year with six successive wins in 
handicaps. 

Bernard Scott, of Mr. Mayer’s staff, informs 
me that *Beautiful is now at Belmont Park, may 
be sent to Keeneland to join others of the Mayer 
horses in training there.

Monday Evening, October 9 


SUALLY the Lexington Fall Sales open on 

Monday morning, have sessions on the first 
afternoon (when there is no racing at Keeneland) 
and night, follow with morning and evening sales 
until the catalogue is completed. But this year 
the first sale was that of Monday night, was re- 
stricted, with the exception of one 2-year-old, to 
yearlings. 

There were 62 yearlings sold, for a total of 
$31,300, an average of $505. Because of the 
changed schedule no session-by-session compari- 
son with last year is possible. In the entire 1938 
fall sales 272 yearlings were sold for an aver- 
age of $533. The largest consignment of the 
evening was that of the estate of the late Jerome 
B. Respess, with 11 head which averaged $334. 
Almahurst Farm, which sold five head, got the 
highest average of the evening, $735. 

Prices remained uniformly low. Only two 
horses reached or exceeded $2,000, and only five 
others reached $1,000. The highest price of the 
evening was $2,200, which C. R. Allen paid for 
H. H. Temple’s single offering, a *Bull Dog— 
Tyche colt. A very good Wise Counsellor— 
Luxury filly, offered by John Muth and Beckham 
Stivers, went to Valdina Farms for $2,000. Cros- 
by Brothers, of Woodford County, sold two 
good colts, by Boatswain and Islam, for $1,800 
and $1,050.

There was a noticeable absence of California 
money represented at the sales. Young Ed 
Janss, Jr., in previous years a good customer, 
arrived in town as usual, but had no intention of 
buying. The only California purchases were 
made by Miss Justine Mosse, of Van Nuys, who 
was at the sale with her father, Arthur Mosse. 
She bought two mares Tuesday morning, and by 
the afternoon was beginning to be apprehensive 
as to whether she was going to find any other 
California-bound horses to ship with them. 

Mr. Janss brought word of the recent death of 
two of the stallions at Charles E. Cooper’s 
Rancho San Luis Rey, Alexander Pantages and 
Easter Bells. Alexander Pantages, winner of 
$65,905, was one of the best California-bred 
horses of recent years, and he had begun well in 
the stud, with several good winners, including 
Brown Jade, to his credit. He was by Bon 
Homme out of Peggy Martin, by *Martinet. 
Easter Bells, by Black Toney out of Mission Bell, 
by *Peep o’ Day, won 27 races and $30,264, was 
also sire of numerous good horses. 

William J. Lucas, manager of Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott’s farm in Virginia, accompanied the 
small consignment from Montpelier. He _ re- 
ported that he may place *Lancegaye, sire of 
Cavalcade, in Kentucky during the coming breed- 
ing season. Mrs. Scott confines her attention
